S amoneſt the many Deeds of Darkneſs, which Providence in its Good 
Time will bring to Light, None can be Blacker or more Hideons, than 
the Murder of this Noble and Innocent Lord; So nothing can be of . 
er, and more Univerſal SatisfaStion, ( though of 16 "eſs Horror too, ) 

than the Detiioo of that Bloody Aſſaſſmation : EB which, Hpon the Apprebenſion 

of Captain Holland, the Zealous and Honorable Inquiſitors, into that crying Blood, 

| are now drawing to a Diſcovery. An Account of whoſe Exanitation \ take as follows. 
About Three in the Afternoon, on Wedneſday, he was carried in a Coach, At- 

tended and Guarded by ſeveral of Major Richardſon s Men, ( hinlelf, and Mr. 

Clerk, one oi the Keepers of New-Gate, going mn the Coach with him) to Bed- 

ford-Houle in the Strand, where the Committee of Lords then Sate. Tt was 

obſerved. that he was fo ſtrangely Melancholy and Dejected, ( ard indeed has 
eee fo all along 1n his Confinement ) that he changed not one Word with his 

Keepers, in the whole way going or coming. Before his Admiſſion to the Lords, 

he was carried to the Fountain-Tavern m the Strand, where he drank part of a 

Pint of Sack; from thence, when call d for, he was condatted to Bedford-Houſe, 

and Twice called in and Examined : ; Where appeared againft hum, Mr. Brador, 

John ©1lisbury a Soldier, a Maid-Servant of Holms, another Perſon now in New- 

Gate, likewtle, on the Account of the Earl of Eſſex Murder. At his Appear- 

ance betore the Lords, he complained he was 1nditpoled ; and being ask'd by the 

Farl of Bedford, 11 he wauld have a Cordial, he replied, he was only a Cold, 

and was therefore order d to have his Cloak pur on, and had a Bottle of Sack call'd 

for him. Hi, whole Ayre and Behaviour, 1s infinitely changed trom that Gayety 
and Jollicy he appeared with, under his LAW: Cond<mnation 1n Newgate, for 
the Robery of Dr. Gattaker, where at the very Minute of receiving his Sentence, 
he was oblerved to deport himſelf with that little Face of Concern, as if Death 
had been the leaſt part of his Apprehention. And though his Untortunate Com- 
rade Pavis, was hang'd for the fame Fact; ſuch a ſhowr of Mercy, and Court 

Bounty powr d down uppn the Favourite Holland: that be{ides his Pardon, ſcarce 

any Priſoner in many Ages before, at leaſt rhat had fo little Pretentions to For- 

tunc or Eſtate, to ſupport {uch Exti avagant Expences, was ever known to ſpend 
 lohigh as he: Such a conſtant AfﬀMuence of Guineas daily flowing in trom the 

Lord Sunderland, and openly acknowledged to come from that Honourable Hard, 

(for what Publick or Private Merit, Time will ſhow) That he halt ted the Jayl ; 

and all Caps and Kneez were {o much at his Devotion, that nothing fo honoured 

either at the Grate, or rhe Cellar Bar, as the Noble Captain Holland ; and all 
this from the extraordinary Largeſfes of a Generous Jayl-Bird-Patron, the then 

Secretary of State. 
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
